The board will also receive bids 
on the repair of worn and 
damaged asphalt at its schools. 
According to Fox. the repair job. 
if finished completely, would cost 
around $12,000. The board may 
approve work on a portion of the 
repairs or defer the work to next 
year, depending on budgetary 
considerations.

YORBA LINDA - The City 
Council voted Monday evening to 
keep Main Street south of 
Imperial Highway and Plumosa 
Street south of Lemon Street open 
to traffic at its regular meeting. 

The staff had proposed 
abandoning the two streets, which 
are very short stubs with no 
access taken off them, for safety 
reasons because of the large 
number of angle turns onto 
Imperial Highway in Yorba Linda. 

Arguments opposing 
abandonment of the streets 
mainly emphasized the danger of 
funneling all traffic that uses 
these streets onto others, 
specifically Lemon and Imperial 
near Plumosa and Yorba Linda 
and Imperial near Main Street, 
both of which have very sharp 
turns.

The council appointed 24 
persons to the new horse study 
committee, all who applied being 
appointed.
